FBI believes John Doe 2 
could be 12-year-old kid

OKLAHOMA CITY — In a strange 
turn in the Oklahoma bombing, the 
FBI is apparently investigating 
whether the person in the sketch of 
John Doe 2 is the husky 12-year-old 
son of a key figure in the case. 

There has been no suggestion that 
the boy, Josh Nichols, had any part in 
the bombing. Rather, FBI agents want 
to know if he was with Timothy 
McVeigh in Junction City, Kan., 
when McVeigh rented the truck 
allegedly used in the attack two days 
later, a source close to his family told 
The Associated Press on Tuesday. 

McVeigh is the only person charged 
in the bombing. Josh’s father, Terry 
Nichols, is being held in Kansas as a 
material witness and faces separate 
charges of conspiracy to make small 
bombs in Michigan. 

From a witness at the Ryder shop 
and others in Junction City, the FBI 
developed three sketches of John Doe 
2, a man who was seen with 
McVeigh. The sketches depict a 
husky, square-jawed man with dark, 
close-cropped hair. He is shown in a 
baseball cap in two of the sketches.

Speeding tickets 
increase 1n price; 
police warn 

speeders beware

A speeding ticket in school zones 
could cost as much as $525 because 
of a civil fees increase made effective 
May 1. 

Twenty miles per hour is the maxi- 
mum speed in a school zone. A ticket 
for driving 30 to 39 mph through a 
school zone has increased from $100 
to $125. 

A ticket for driving 40 or more mph 
through a school zone has increased 
from $250 to $275. 

Any further speeding offenses with- 
in three years will almost double the 
ticket cost. 

A second offense of driving 30 to 39 
mph will result in a ticket of $225, 
and a 40 or more mph ticket costs 
$525. 

As a consequence of the fee change, 
Provo police are closely monitoring 
speeding through school zones. 

BYU campus police caution stu- 
dents and faculty to watch their speed 
carefully. 

Mike Harroun, University Police 
official, said 900 East poses a particu- 
lar problem with speeding. 

“It seems to be the nature of the 
road for people to speed; and before 
they know it, they’re in the school 
zone,” he said. 

Several BYU student employees 
have been caught going more than 40 
mph through the school zones since 
the ticket increase, and their ticket 
costs totaled more than $400. 

“BYU is practically surrounded by 
schools,” Harroun said. 

Three schools are located immedi- 
ately east, west, and south of campus, 
and several others are nearby. 

The surrounding schools include 
Provo High School, 1125 University 
Ave.; Joaquin Elementary, 550 N. 
600 East; Wasatch Elementary, 1080 
N. 900 East; Young Mothers High 
School, 243 E. 2320 North; Rock 
Canyon Elementary, 2400 N. 650 
East; and Farrer Middle School, 100 
N. 600 East. 

Provo City police records for 1994 
show 2490 people ticketed for speed= 
ing with 125 of those tickets given for 
speeding through school zones. 
Children are at play in school zones, 
and seven pedestrians were involved 
in accidents in Provo last year accord- 
ing to Provo police records. 

The 4th U.S. Circuit Court imple- 
mented an increase in all civil fees, 
but speeding ticket costs in school 
zones were the only moving viola- 
tions increased. 

Officials from the court said they 
did not know why fees were raised, 
but they were acting under the direc- 
tion of the Utah Legislature.

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Storm ravages New Orleans, leaves 5 dead 


NEW ORLEANS — Skiffs ferried people through flooded streets Tuesday 
after a storm of Amazon rainforest proportions dumped up to 18 inches of rain 
on this bowl-shaped city and left five people dead. 

“We’ve got water in places we’ve never had it before,” said Peggy Poche, a 
spokeswoman for Jefferson Parish President Michael Yenni. 

Hundreds of houses and businesses and thousands of cars were flooded in 
New Orleans and eight surrounding parishes. 

Gov. Edwin Edwards declared an emergency and sent National Guardsmen to 
help in some areas. : 

The foot and a half of rain poured down in just six hours, and more rain was 
forecast. 

“J did some research in the Amazon. It reminds me of the Amazon. It rains 
like this in the Brazilian Amazon,” said Timmons Roberts, a New Orleans soci- 
ologist. 

No overall damage estimates were released. 

‘ In New Orleans, two bodies were found in a flooded underpass, a man fell to 
his death into a canal and a fourth person died of a heart attack, police said. The 
mayor’s office said a fifth person drowned. 


U.S. denies 13 Cuban refugees asylum 


MIAMI — A Coast Guard cutter entered Cuba’s territorial water this morning 
carrying 13 Cuban refugees, the first group of rafters to be repatriated under 
new U.S. policy, the agency said. 

Cuban exiles in Miami bitterly protested their return under the new policy and 
threatened civil disobedience. 

“This is a day of infamy for the United States,” said Francisco “Pepe” 
Hernandez, president of the powerful Cuban American National Foundation. 
“They have failed in their duty to protect the defenseless and attack the aggres- 
sor.” 

The Clinton administration incensed the Cuban exile community in Florida 
last;week by announcing that rafters would be returned to the island instead of 
routinely granted political asylum. 


Unabomber threatens 2 Nobel winners 


BOSTON — The Unabomber sent letters to two Nobel Prize-winning 
Massachusetts scientists the same day he mailed his latest deadly bomb, 
according to the FBI and a newspaper. 

Richard J. Roberts, research director of New England Biolabs, received one 
of four letters the Unabomber mailed April 20 from Oakland, Calif., the federal 
Unabomb Task Force in San Francisco confirmed Monday. 

A second letter reportedly went to Phillip A. Sharp, head of the biology 
department at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology who shared the 1993 
Nobel Prize for medicine with Roberts. The Boston Herald said the letters 
watned the two to stop their work or face his anger. The scientists established 
thefield of biotechnology, which combines engineering with the study of living 
things. 

The other two letters went to The New York Times and a Yale University 
computer scientist who was badly injured by one of the Unabomber’s letter 
bombs in 1993. 


BLM condemns proposed ban on guns 


_ SALT LAKE CITY — Agents of federal land and resource agencies who 
‘spend their time in Utah’s wilds are criticizing a suggestion by U.S. Sen. Larry 
*Craig, R-Idaho, that they work without guns. 

+ “It’s quite ludicrous,” said Martin Phillips, chief of law enforcement for the 
‘Utah office of the U.S. Bureau of Land Management, which oversees more 
than 22 million acres of land in Utah. 

» “We deal with people often under the influence of drugs and alcohol who are 
.in the process of committing federal felonies. Most of these people have loaded 
‘rifles and shotguns in their vehicles,” Phillips said. “And our backups are usual- 
‘ly an hour or two away at best.” 

* Craig told The Associated Press that he believes officers of federal natural- 
sresource agencies should not be armed. 

| “What I’m trying to express is a growing frustration in the West amongst the 
iprivate citizens of the increasing presence of an armed federal entity in the 
‘states where you have these resource agencies,” Craig said.

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Government devolution 
has its drawbacks too 


the States has met some obstacles. Nevertheless, the governor has

been persistent in attempting to rally state governments together to 
lobby for more power from Washington. 

Leavitt’s message to the federal government is the rallying cry for politics 
in 1995 — Get off our backs. States are besieging the federal government 
with requests for more power, and states and municipalities are singing the 
same song to the state governments. Their recipe for efficient government is 


“the smaller, the better.” 


The spirit to make a government more efficient and more in touch with its 
constituents is commendable; however, The Universe does not believe that 
completely decentralized government is the magic wand to such problems. 
Anti-federalism zealots would do well to examine the implications of their 


proposed solution. 


‘The main concern with devolution is that smaller governments are more 
easily influenced. Market forces can act as a check in larger governments, 
where interest groups must compete with other lobbyists for attention. Like 
the free marketplace, this competition helps keep one group from having too 
much influence. On the other hand, how difficult is it to buy off a local 
mayor or councilman? Who is going to compete with car makers in 


Michigan? 


Many local and state governments are notoriously vulnerable to influence 
peddling by the community’s major business or employer. Not every com- 
munity fits this definition, and in small communities voters can respond to 
such abuses quickly. Notwithstanding, this concern is a legitimate one. Who 


wants a nation run by Wal-mart? 


Not to say the federal is not under any special interest. It is, and too much 
so: But all government, whether federal, state or local is run by people and 
people are susceptible to special interest. Governments need a healthy dose 
of checks and balances. Granting more power to one division will tend to 


nullify that effect. 


Smaller governments are also not necessarily the most efficient. A recent 
commentary in Business Week pointed that between 1970 and 1992 the 
number of civilian federal employees as a percentage of the total population 
didn’t increase, but decreased. By the same token, the number of state and 
local employees soared. Lack of controls and smaller size make it more pos- 

- sible for a government employee to wreak havoc. Just ask anyone who lives 


in Orange County. 


‘The solution to this problem lies in moderation. That the federal govern- 
ment could become more efficient is given. Some programs are better run by 
states or local government. However, federal programs should not be 
devolved simply because they are there. It can pay to go by the old adage— 


“Tf it ain’t broke, don’t fix it.” 


The governor’s conference of the states could be beneficial to discuss 
problems and solutions. Improving government should always be a goal. 
Nevertheless, we should keep in mind that smallness is not always synony- 


mous with effectiveness.

Janet Reno’s turnaround 
shows ‘politics as usual’ 


s I sat intently following the devel- 
opment of the nation in the after- 
math of the Oklahoma City bomb- 

ing I was amazed. I was amazed that a 
nation so divided and torn could so 

uickly coalesce in an effort to aid the 
“thousands of people whose lives, for no 
explicable reason, were suddenly left as 
empty and shattered as the interior of the 
building that claimed the lives of their 
loved ones. 

I was further amazed at the flippant 
ease with which politicians willingly 

exploited this 
national tragedy in 
order to have their 
faces and empty 
words broadcast to 
millions of homes 
all over the nation. 
It was phenomenal 
how quickly some 
of them aban- 
doned political 

. ideologies, beliefs 
that made them 
stand out and in many cases got them 
elected or nominated to the positions 
which they hold, in an attempt to appease 
the nation’s anger and despair and to win 
them “browny points” with their con- 
stituents. 

LE was completely disgusted with 
Attorney General Janet Reno, a woman 
who I once admired and aspired to be 
like. I thought that she was a rock of 
integrity more interested in standing up 
for what she believed in than bowing 
down to the whims of vote-hungry politi- 
cians. But in the wake of the tragedy I 
saw her down on her knees paying 
homage to the god of advantageous polit- 
ical maneuvers. 

Three weeks ago, I had the opportunity 
to:attend a college media day hosted by 
thé White House. As part of that day we 
had the opportunity to meet with Janet 
Reno. During the question and answer 
period a young man from New York 
asked her where she stood on the capital 
punishment issue. 

At that time Janet Reno expressed her 
vehement opposition to the death penalty. 
She told us that the death penalty was 
“vengeance pure and simple, a luxury 
which the federal government could not 
afford to take part in.” 

I was impressed with her answer not 

because I necessarily agreed with her

stand on capital punishment but because 
she dared to express views which were so 
counter to the president that nominated 
her. She then appeared to me a woman 
who was so confident in her beliefs that 
she did not hesitate to share them, how- 
ever controversial they may be. 

I can’t explain my dismay and disillu- 
sionment as I heard Janet Reno, in a 
press conference held only hours after 
the bombing, tell the nation that she 
would see that the men responsible for 
this horrid act of cowardice would 
receive the death 
penalty, that they 
would pay with 
their lives for their 
terrorist acts. 

I too was angry 
and disgusted to 
learn that the bomb- 
ing was an internal 
job, that an 
American citizen 
could knowingly 
take the lives of so 
many innocent and helpless men, women 
and children. However, at no time did I 
allow my anger to blind me to my 
beliefs, to convince me that these men 
should die for the pain and suffering that 
they caused. That was a belief that I used 
to believe was held by Janet Reno as 
well, but I guess that I was wrong in 
assuming that she meant to abide by her 
words. 

This incident shattered what little belief 
I had left in a failing political system that 
allows men and women to function with- 
out accountability. 

I wish that someone of consequence 
would hold the actions of these hypocriti- 
cal men and women up to a Strict scruti- 
ny, pointing out when their actions aren’t 
in agreement with their public state- 
ments. 

I think that as soon as we push for such 
accountability in politics we will see a 
drastic improvement in the way that our 
government functions, in the way that the 
men and women who represent us 
respond to our demands. 

As for Janet Reno, I can only hope that 
there were logical and honest motivations 
behind her actions. Sadly, however, I am 
forced to believe that she has allowed 
herself to get. caught up in a system that 


condones and encourages such contradic- 


tory behavior.

To the Editor: 

I would like to respond to the letter to the 
editor dated 3 May (“Choose a Major”). 
Before I do, I would like to say that I agree 
with what I believe was his intent: to 
encourage students to graduate in a timely 
manner. However, I would like to clear up 
some confusion for the writer, who said that 
it was “a mystery to [him]” why anyone 
would take five or more years to graduate. 

While it is true that many students delay 
choosing a major for a very long time, many 
students do not procrastinate, yet still do not 
graduate in four years—and for valid rea- 
sons: family situations, changes in program 
requirements, differences in majors, and 
transfer peculiarities are a few that come to 
mind. 

My own experience? I came to BYU as a 
transfer student after completing an 
Associate’s Degree at a junior college in 
Ohio. I went year-round and completed my 
program in two years, doing as much as 
possible to minimize my GE requirements 
before transferring. However, there are still 
classes I have to take, peculiar to BYU, that 
I couldn’t take before I got here. Religion 
classes, American Heritage, and Physical 
Science (even though I took a year of 
physics to graduate from junior college, I 
still have to take this course here), as well as 
the fact that most of my major classes here 


are only offered one semester a year (some. 


are also offered either Spring or Summer), 
means, I’ve still got two senior years ahead 
of me. This is not what I’d planned on 
believe me. 

I think we do a great disservice to others 
who desire an education at this university 
when we live in indecision about our 
futures. It is-also a disservice ta forget that 
each student here is an individual. Making 
rash statements that lump people into cate- 
gories can create stereotypes that lead to 
pride and alienation. It would be terrible if a 
student says that he or she has been in 
school for four years but is noi yet able to 
graduate—and is met with knowing smiles 
of unrighteous judgment. We already have 
too much of that sort of thing. 

I congratulate the writer on being on 
schedule to graduate. I hope this letter helps 
to give him another perspective on those 
who are not as fortunate. And I hope that 
those who are able will endeavor to gradu- 
ate in a timely manner.

nized by their respective state governments. 
Brandenburg v. Ohio, 395 U.S. 444 (1969) 
held that a constitutional right exists for citi- 
zens to associate with others for lawful pur- 
poses. “Lawful purposes” include many 
militias training with lawfully possessed 
arms in a place where they have a right to 
be, like private land. 

The Universe was correct in asserting that 
some militia members have a near paranoid 
fear of federal government power. The 
Universe would also be correct if they had 
asserted that members of various churches 
or political organizations hold such fearful 
beliefs. That fact does not obviate the more 
important issue, that these militias have a 
right to exist. 

I am not a militia member, nor do I intend 
to be, but The Universe was apparently mis- 
informed. Its editorial claimed that the mili- 
tia “movement” is a “giant step backward,” 
when in actuality militias simply fill the 
need for a local force of citizens, people 
who know and love the area, who are ready 
to help in a time of crisis. The Box Elder 
militia, like many militias, have never had 
weapons training. These militias are hardly 
hostile. The many strict rules of conduct for 
most include the following: 

1- Know the laws of God and obey them. 

2- Know the law of the land and obey it. 

3- Expel members promoting illegal activ- 
ities. 

4- Avoid political activities and associa- 
tions. 

5- Control your unit and each other. 

6- Exercise your rights and do so often. 

7- Remember that the militia is purely 
defensive. 

These guidelines portray the real militias, 
a picture quite different from the unin- 
formed one The Universe painted in its edi- 
torial. Yes, militia members often wear uni- 
forms, often hold rank, and often bear arms. 
But these organizations are legal, peaceful, 
and necessary.

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Police respond to bomb scare, Shooting » PARKS fon pice

Area police responded Monday after 
a bomb threat was called in to the 
Provo Federal Building and again 
when a 33-year-old Pleasant Grove 
resident was found in his home with a 
gun-shot wound to the head. 

Shortly before | p.m. Monday, the 
Provo police department was sum- 
moned to investigate the bomb threat 
at the Provo Federal Building, said 
Capt. George Pearpont of the Provo 
Police Department. 

According to a press release, the 
building was evacuated and the Provo 
bomb squad, along with the Utah 
County Sheriff’s Bomb Squad, 
responded to the scene. 

“The guilty party is a 74 year-old 
woman from Provo, who had tax 
problems,” said Pearpont. 

After having a disagreement with a 
secretary at the Federal building, the 
74 year-old woman told her, “I will 
not live to see it, but in 20 years, what 
happens to you will be nothing com- 
pared to what happened in 
Oklahoma,” Pearpont said. 

The building, located at 88 N. 100 
West in Provo, is used primarily to 
process tax information for the IRS. 

Following a search of the exterior 
and interior of the Federal Building, 
as well as nearby vehicles, no bombs 
were found. 

In other news Monday, an attempted 
homicide occurred in Pleasant Grove. 
The victim is Pleasant Grove resident 
Alvero Gonzales, age 33. 

Two women, looking for a friend in 
a residential area, found Gonzales on 
‘the kitchen floor with a gun shot 

wound to his head, according to a
